FAMOUS TRIALS

TRIAL OF GENERAL WM. HULL.
When the War of 1812 was begun

the countiy was ill prepared for a
conflict. Among the brigadier generals
appointed to command was William
Hull, at the time governor of Michi-
gan. Detroit at this period contained
some So people and a fort, a square
inclosure of two acre3. Hull notified
the Government of his inadequacy tocope with the situation in this section.He undertook a siege of Ft. Maiden, a
few miles below Detroit, on the oppo-
site ?ide of the river, but he was com-
pelled to relinquish his project and re-
turn home. Then word reached himthat the British Commander Brock was
approaching with a large force. When
Brock arrived he called upon Hull to
surrender, but the latter refused. Thenthe British prepared for an attack. As
the enemy approached Hull was great-
ly agitated. He is said to have .sat in
his tent with his back against therampart, mood3r and uncommunicative.
Yet he might have made an immortal
name that da 3-

'Hull imagined tl;e forest swarming
with Indians, and he thought of thewomen and children in the fort among
whom was his daughter. His siipnlies
would last but a month. Hig formerbravery now forsook him utterlv, and,to the astonishment of friend and foe,
he surrendered the fort and his army
without a struggle and all Michigan
territory.

The country was much disappointed,
for it was d to believe thai Can-
ada was to fall an easy prey. Col.
Lewis 'Cass, in a letter written Sept.
10. 1812, severely blamed Hull, andthe Government accepted his state-
ments and removed Hull and appoint-
ed C'as.3 as governor of Michigan. Thenarrangemtns were made to trv Hullby court-martia- l. "

The court-marti- al proceedings were
held in Albany, N. Y., begining on
the 3rd day of January, 3S14. butwere continued by adjournment to the25th day of March following. Therewere three different charges, eachone containing several specifica-
tions. Hull was not only accused ofcowardice, but he was charged withtreachery as well.

The indignation of the army at whatseemed to them a pusillanimous sur-
render was intense. The first sugges-
tion of thousands of minds was thatHull, from some corrupt motive, must
purposely and treasonably have be-
trayed his army.

Ihe first charge was treason against
the United States, between the 9th
of April and the 17th of August.
1S12. The second was cowardice at
and in the neighborhood of Detroit, be-
tween the 1st day of July and the17th day of August- of the sameyear. And the third charge was neglect
of duty and unofficer-lik- e conduct
while commanding a separate armv
between the Sth of April and the 17th
of August.

The court was presided over bv Maj.
Gen. Dearborn. After the evidencewas all delivered, the finding wasthat Hull was not guilty of the charge
of treason. On the second charge,
however, the court found him truiltvof the first, second and fourth specifi-
cations, except that part which charg-
ed him of "forbidding the Americanartillery to fire on the enemv on theirmarch toward the said Ft. Detroit."

On the third charge the court found
Hull guilty of neglect of duly and uno-
fficer-like conduct which was the firstspecification, but on the others theyacquitted him.

The court-marti- al was Anally ad-
journed on Marth 26. In consequence
of their determination respecting the
second and third charges, and thespecifications under these charges,
Gen. Hull was sentenced to be shot to
death two thirds of the court concur-
ring in the sentence. The court how-
ever, in consideration of the. Brigadier
General's evolutionary services, and
hi advanced age, earnestly recom-
mended him to the rr.rcy, of the Presi-
dent of the United States.

Upon rteeiving the finding of the
court. President James Madison di-
rected that Gen. Hull should return
to his home in Massachusetts and
there continue until he should receive
orders otherwise. Later the President
remitted the sentence.

Puilic cpin'ion has long since re-
versed this sentence, and the best his-
torians disapprove of it. Benson ,T.
Lossing, in his iiietcry, calls the trialdisgraceful, and its sentence unjust,
and says that the court was eVidentlv
constituted in order to offer .ixull asa sacrifice to save the Government
from disgrace and contempt.

Cooley, in his "Amerk-a- Common-
wealths," says: 'The Judgment of the
court-marti- al upon Gen. Hull hasnever, as a judgment, had much weigh;
with the people. It was ordered by
an Administration whose blunders inmanagement had been at least ecjaa.'Iy

WIRELESS VICTORIES.
Many have been t,he demonstrations

in the past of the value of wireless
telegraphy, but there is no end to the
opportunities for putting it to nee as
a means of protecting life and prop-
erty. It permits communication today
which would have been absolutely im-
possible a comparatively few years ago
and it i3 being utilized to the utmost
in every possible instance where emer-
gency action is necessary with most
gratifying result.

Whether anything would have hap-
pened to the liner iLusitania if it had
proceeded on its course to Liverpool
flying the British flag can only be sur-
mised. The fact is that it was feared
as the result of the German policy
that harm would befall the 'ship, its
passengers and crew, and it was the
wireless which made it possible to
warn the officers and direct them to
take such action that would reduce the
danger to the minimum.

Again did it avert what might have
been a. mid -- ocean horror when the
officers of the La Campagne, upon be-
ing apprised of the plot to blow up the
ship while crossing the Atlantic, in-
stigated a search which resulted in the
discovery of sufficient concealed ex-
plosive to wreck the vessel and the
revelation was made possible only by
the powers of the wire-
less.

Almost daily is it possible to point
out the invaluable service rendered
to shipping through this product of
science and it places emphasis upon
the need of every vessel being equip-
ped to make use of such assistance.
Its importance in protecting human
life is too important to be neglected.

GETTING THE WORLD'S TRADE.
Every day that the war is continued

makes it apparent that the opportunity
of this country to get and retain its
proportion of the world's trade is that
much increased. The falling off in
the trade of those countries engaged
in conl'.iut has been steady. With Ger-
many there was a more pronounced
shutting off because cf the manner in
which its shipping was tied up, but
it has been positive if more gradual
with the others. Great Britain, for
instance, shows a falling off in exports
during January of over ?97,000,0( in
comparison with the first month of theyear previous. This of course means
a certain decline in imports here, but
it also means that the markets cf the
world must look elsewhere than the
British center for their supplies.

Where Kurope is unable through its
handicap to supply the wants of those
dependent upon it, there is the chance
for this country to make the most of
the situation. It isn't a condition that
has developed like a mushroom for it
has been apparent since the opening1 of
the war. International trade being
shut "off from its regular channels it
is bound to go elsewhere and the ex-
tent to which it comes and remains
with this country depends upon the
manner in which this country goes
after it.

There needs to be full realization of
the fact that the existing condition of
international trade is not temporary.
There is bound to be stagnation in the
European marts for a long time to
come, but if our export trade is gain
to get deserving development it must
be given attention, such perhaps as
Philadelphia has done in placing a rep-
resentative in to guide to it
such trade as cannot be accommodated
there.

THE WAR PRIMER
By National Geographic Society

Vienna "When l'ctrograd was a
swamp, and Berlin was a straggling
procession of huts in the midst of a
hopclesjsls' melancholy sand waste,
Vienna was an age-ol- d defensive out-
work of Western civilization. Vienna
was a village before the Christian era:
was an outpost of Roman civilization,
and within its walls one of the noblest
of the Roman emperors died Marcus
Aurelius. in the year ISO. and the
password which he gfuve from his
deathbed was Aequanimntas. When
Hurope. readjusted to renewed pffort.s
of civilization Lifter ail infusion of Gor-
man blood, started again with fresh-
ened strength upon its destiny. Vienna
became the guarantee of its security
toward the Fast. '

"Vienna has the harms of age. of
beautiful situation, and of a delight
ful It lie.s some two
miles distant from the 'Blue antrhe'
upon the rivo-- Wlen, which gives the
city its name. It is otiiidcd 111 two
concentric oirclc.s: within, thra old town,
with iis public buildings and private
residences, still the aristocratic heart
of the Empire: and without, the resi-
dential and suburbs.
Where the 'M fortifications once stood
now runs one of the most impressive
boulevards to hp found the world
around the Rfng'strasse.

"In inas-siv- e 'lengths, there stretches
around tnis street such an array of
structures as have probably never been
equaled upon a single thoroughfare.
There are vista.s ,f unsurpassed archi-
tectural splendor along this demarka- -
tion of old a.nd new Vienna, and th
solid stone and mosonry oiles are
brought into a friendly relief by the
broad avenue, handsome parks, and
large, airy squares. A citv with such
avenues as the Ringsrrasss must per-
ion e r"-a- ct upon its people, accus-
tomed to daily associations with its
chaste beaut, to inspire in them tho
elegance which is its own.

Epernay The National Geographic
Society .says that: "Those Americans
who remember the Epernary of before
the war. doubtless find it a most diff-
icult task to modify the cheerful pic-
ture of their memory to that of a
great war-cam- p, which Epernay is
now reported to be. Then it was a
small town cf prosperity and peace,
from whose low. red brick railway sta-
tion, with window plants, to outlying
garden plots (the miniature farms of
the townspeople, each kept with all the
painstaking solicitude of a lady's
dressing tabl), everything breathed of
comfort and goodwill.

Epernay has been engaged so
long in tho mellowing of wines, that
it has become ;iie!lowed in the pro-
cess. Before the war. it sold the finest
of wines to the world, grew steadily
mere wealthy, and gardened its leisure
hours away 0:1 tiny plots of ground
upon its outskirts.

"These sniail farms were a feature
of Epernay. Often they were almost
fifty feet square, and every fect of
their surfaces was corered with veg-
etables, tieej, whitewashed stones, or
clam slielis."

SKIMPING ON THE NAVY.

ON WASHINGTON

National Capital Contrasted With Its j

Rival Cities Abroad,

Washington, D. C. Feb. S. While
legislation is pending in Congress with
reference to the government of the
National Capital, the object' of which
is to determine the future relation be-
tween the United States and the Lis-tri- ct

of Columbia in matters of taxa-
tion, a paper furnished to the National
tec graphic Society by Lord Eryce,
former British Ambassador to this
country, in which he considers Wash-
ington in comparison with the leading
capitals of the world, contains much
of significant interest. Lord Bryoe i.s
the author of "The American Com-
monwealth", the most comprehensive
study of ourselves ever undertaken by
a foreigner. After speaking a warm
admiration for the ideal site of the
city a beautiful amphitheatre, be-
tween hills that are rich with woods

and declaring that the surroundings
of the American capital yield only to
Constantinople, with its Posphorus
among the great capitals of the world
for charm of setting, our friendly
critic contrasts Washington with its
rival cities abroad.

Whereas Nature was most lavish
in the artistry with which she modeled
the site for future Washington, Berlin,
I.onl ISryce wTites, stands in a sandy
waste, perfectly flat, with here and
there a swampy pond or lake, and
washed by a sluggish stream. The
tierman capital, he continues, is state-
ly, its streets are broad and they are
bordered by many noble buildings, but
the environs never can be beautiful
because of an ungracious Nature.
Petrograd. the gret Russian capital,
has but one beauty, that of its splen-
did river, Neva, Pesides this stream,
there is but a flat, often waterlogged,
surrounding country, here and there
dotted with stagnant pools andswamps, and stretching into an almost
limitless distance, devoid of feature.

The landscapes around Paris, Lord
Bryce decides, are agreeable, but have-nothin-

at all striking, nothing nearly
so fine in the lines of their scenery as
the hills that inclose the valley in
which Washington lies, and no such
charm of such a still wild forest as
Washington affords. Nor is the Seine,
he is certain, a stream which can be
compared to our Potomac. So, too. he
finds the scenery, of London, Madrid,
and Vienna behind that of Washing-
ton.

The Thames, the Wten. and Madrid's
thirsty iittle streamlet cannot begin to
compare with the beauty of the broaS
Potomac, according to this wideiy-travele- d

diplomat. Chief among Th3
advantages of these foreign capitals
over Washington, he believes, is their
quality, of being ancient, an bid age

work a week ho has only S8.64 to run
his home on. Most of the sectionmeuarc married men with at least two
children (Mrs. O'Brien's number) and
the prices for food are just as high for
the sectJonman as for the mntormfm.
The motonnan must know his busi-
ness to run his car in safety, and the
sectionman must know his business tokeep the track in a safe condition for
the cars to run over. Motorman
O'Brien has as much salary as a sec-
tion foreman who is obliged to keep
six miles of track in good condition,
often with "green men" (because of thewages paid), for whose mistakes be is
held responsible.
